CATTLE. 


» USES FOR BEEF AND MILK. 


In regard to the butchers’ point of view, 
there is striking unanimity as to the excel- 
lence of the Aberdeen-Angus carcase. So 
writes Mr. J. R. Barclay, Secretary of the 
Aberdeen-Angus Cattle Society.

Ferguson, President of the Scottish Federation 
of Meat Traders (Incorporated) may, he says, 
be taken as typical of the general body of 
butchers. ‘I, without hesitation, maintain 
that the best class of cattle for retail pur- 
poses is undoubtedly the Aberdeen-Angus and 
its crosses. My reason for saying so is based 
on forty years’ experience of the retail meat 
trade. It has been readily acknowledged by 
So go butchers that to procure a prime 

wk carcase of beef of finest quality, which, 
after all, is what a good-class trader requires, 
the smallness of bone and the high percentage 
of dead meat per beast make it imperative, 
from a profit-earning standpoint, to buy the 
Aberdeen-Angus. The trade for store cattle 
must be built upon the. sure foundation of 
iving the retail traders in this country the 
finest class of beef-making cattle, and my 
considered opinion is that no better way to 
success can be gained than by stock-raisers 
pursuing a policy of extending the Aberdeen- 
Angus breed and its crosses.’ 


Extra Prices. 


Such expressions of opinion could be multi- 
plied almost without number. But if, in addi- 
tion to this, there be noted the extra prices 
commanded by cattle of the Aberdeen-Angus 
type, as shown by the Government market 
reports and by the official report of the Lon- 
don market, there will be gathered the source 
of one claim at least whv breeders of Aber- 
deen-Angus appeal to the ordinary breeder 
and feeder of commercial cattle to give the 
Aberdeen-Angus sire a chance. Accord- 
ing to the last London Christmas Market, 
the Aberdeen-Angus type were making, 
on the average, 30s. 4d. per live cwt., more 
than cattle of the Shorthorn type. This is 
not mentioned in any spirit of ~~ 
of the Shorthorn, but simply to draw atten- 


tion to the position which the breed has 
attained to, and that, too, within compara- 
tively few years as compared with other 
breeds of the vecf type 


Angus Crosses. 


As a commercial proposition, there is no 
finer cross than what is produced by the use 
of Aberdeen-Angus and Shorthorn cattle, 
though for supreme quality of flesh the 
double-cross of the Aberdeen-Angus seems to 
answer best, as indicated very clegrly by the 
results of the Smithfield Fat Stock Show. 


It was with a heifer bred on these lines—one 
part Shorthorn to three parts Aberdeen-Angus 
—that there was produced the only yearling 
champion that the London Smithfield shows 
have yet produced. 

In their early home in the north-east of 
Scotland the Aberdeen-Angus cattle were 
first brought into prominence through their 
dairy properties, and, as a dual purpose,general 
utility breed high claim can be made for the 
Aberdeen-Angus. Indeed, among the beef 
breeds it has nosuperior in regard to milking 
properties. .There are herds of Aberdeen-

HOPES AND FEARS FOR BEET GROWERS. 


THE SPIRIT OF ENTERPRISE. 
ee 


It does not derogate from the value of the 
experiment in which the Government has in- 
terested itself to say that some anxiety must 
attach for a few years to the attempt to 
produce a profitable sugar beet industry in 
Ireland. If we could accurately foresee the 
results there would, of course, be no experi- 
mental factor in the adventure, and so that 
spirit of enterprise in which the Government, 
the growers and the manufacturers partici- 
pate in common would be absent. It is only 
by. such efforts, with their inevitable appeal 
to the method of “trial and error,’’, that we 
can hope to develop up-to-date farming in 
Ireland or to prevent it from falling into 
those ruts which Continental and Colonial ex: 
misean teach us that we must perpetually 

eep watch against, if we are not to be left 
behind on the high road to progress. The 
encouragement given to farmers in Carlow, 
for instance, to test the profitableness, or 
otherwise, of growing beet for manufacture 
into sugar, may have been worth making, 
even if, after a few years, it should bring 
about a certain degree of disillusionment. 
together with added knowledge. But that 
disillusionmgnt need not dog the steps of 
those whose courage, industry and determina- 
tion have prompted this promising adventure, 
we believe. ‘It is, however, expedient that 
hope should be tempted by caution and 
determination by foresight, if this is to be 
prevented. 


Grounds. for Caution. 


We are led to these general observations by 
some facts we have come across in pursuing 
this subject recently. Perhaps the most strik- 
ing of these is the fact adduced recently in 
the Journal des Agriculteurs de Belgique 
that the growing of sugar cane has increased 
by 200 per cent. within a quarter of a cen- 
tury. It is not remarkable, therefore, to 
ascertain from other sources of information 
that, whilst the consumption of sugar in- 
creases in France, there was virtually no in- 
crease in the sugar beet acreage last season, 
as against that of the previous year, or of 
pre-war years; that a slight increase may 
occur in the present year, but scarcely more 
than 5 per cent., and—no doubt, because of 
these facts—that the reconstructed (post- 
war) industry consists of just about half the 
number of factories in existence before the 
war. In Germany, again, there is little or 
no appreciable increase; and, although in- 
creases are noted in Poland and Russia, the 
output has decreased in Czecho-Slovakia, and 
it has been anticipated that Sweden will grow 
few beets or none this year, because sugar 
has become so cheap as to cease to be 
profitable (it being sold below cost price) and 
the Government having refused State aid. 
Meanwhile, it is calculated that England only 
produces about 3 per ceál. of what she con- 
sumes, and in doing so §he is working below 
the Continental averagelof 13 tons to the 
acre, and is only growing 9 to 10. Now, 
these facts, taken altogether, seem to point 
towards the sugar beet industry as one to be 
approached with caution, and, until we know 
what ultimate views the new Tariff Com- 
mission may form on our prospects in Ire- 
land, we take it that these will not be any 
great additional effort on the part of growers 
to exceed the extent of the contracts already 
signed for in Saorstat Eireann, 


Some Hopeful Factors. 


It would, indeed, be foolish to ignore the 
difficulties which the world market places 
in the way of this new experimenfal 
Irish industry, but it be no less 
foolish to take alarm and to let a 
single factor in the situation—we mean, of 
course, the increase in the growing of sugar- 
cane—dominate a situation in which as yet 
due weight has hardly been attached to the 
hopeful elements in the problem. Some of 
those were brought together in a/ recent 
volume of the “Journal of jhe Bath and 
West and Southern Counties’ Society” by 
Mr. 8. L.. Bastin, who stresses the indirect 


advantages which follow on a careful treat- 
ment of this interesting crop. There is, he 


? 


contends, an improvement in the condition of 
the land to count upon, as compared with 
fallowing or turnip growing. There is the 
feed-value of the leaves and tops, which he 
calculates as equivalent to turnips at £3 ah 
acre for milk production. 
stated by authorities as a valuable shee 
feed). hese are important facts in Iris 
farming, too. Again, there is sugar pulp; also, 
a calculated increase in manural values, for 
the growth of the next crop in roation, of 
about 15 per cent. Suite clearly, the price 
of sugar is not the last word in the problem 
of profitable beet growing. 


The Spirit of Association. 


It remains true, nevertheless, that so far, 
at least, as one country is concerned (Sweden), 
only 2 out of the 17 sugar-beet factories had 
started work a few weeks ago, There, as 
here, the industry works on a three years’ 
contract, and the clash between the growers 
and the manufacturers must be looked upon, 
we think, less as a struggle dí ama grower 
aud manufacturer than as an incidént in 
world conditions, seeing that the trust agreed 
In vain to forego all profits, if farmers would 
continne to grow the beet—in vain, because 
the manufacturers’ offer to the farmer was 
below the cost of production. Now, we 
think there is a plain moral to us in this 
situation. It is not to céase growing 
Sugar-beet, nor do we suppose anyone 
will reach so illogical a conclusion. It is 
rather that farmers proposing to experiment in 
the industry shall combine. In France, where, 
of course, the industry is developed on a 
scale sufficiently large; even under existing 
conditions, to make the questiun of export of 
sugar to Great Britain a live issue, a recent 
congress discussed the advisani‘ity of beet 
growers forming a syndicate for the purpose 
of making contracts. In Ireland, of course, 
the contracts will not come up for revision, 
for three years, and it would be premature 
at this date to discuss what may happen in 
the meantime. All that need be said now 1s 
that, with the Gevernment behind the enter- 
rise, there is, of course. a firm undertaking. 
3ut we scarcely foresee the Government sup- 
porting the industry permanently, and, even 
if they do se, there may be other matters. 
apart from price, on which the growers may 
require protection. They may not require 
tariff protection, and they may not require 
any other form of protection permanently. to 
guarantee them a reasonable profit. On these 
points, as yet, we express no opinion.

SUGAR BEET LIFTER 
TRIALS. 


ve 


With the object of encouraging the manu- 
facture of sugar beet lifters by 3ritish firms, 
and of showing to the farmers what progress 
has been made in this direction, competitive 
Í trials of sugar beet lifters were held on the 
Keiham Estate of Home Grown Sugar, Ltd., 
in October last. The tials were arranged by 
the Royal Agricultural Society of England, 
and should be of practical interest to Irish 
beet growers. 

Two classes were provided, but there was 
only one entry in Class 1, in which a machine 
was required to top the beets as well as 
raise them. In Class 2, that for raising only, 
leaving the lifting and topping to be done 
later by hand, there were six machines in 
competition. All the machines were horse 
drawn. 

The points to which the judges gave atten- 
tion were the price of the machine; simplicity 
in design and working; draft, ease of 
handling ; ease in turning; efficiency in lifting 
and loosening roots; effective separation of 
leaves and crown from root in -Class 1; 
facility of subsequent collection of crop; 
rapidity of work. It was an express con- 
dition of the entries that the machine must 
be of British make, though not essentially 
of the same origin. Each entry was given 
two tests, one on light and tho other on 
heavy land, but an exception was made in 
the case of the sole entry in Class 1, which 
was not asked to complete the test on heavy 
land when it was found that the work, even 
on light land, was not satisfactory. 

No award was made in Class 1. In Class 2 
the first prize went to Cooke and Sons, the 
second to Stephenson and Son, and a reserve 
to Howards, Ltd,. for a side pattern lifter. 
A special prize of £20 was awarded to the 
Fowler cable tackle, which the judges felt 
did not compete with the sgagll lifters and 
had, accordingly, to be dent with on a 
different basis. The judges favoured the side 
pattern lifters because there is less likelihood 
that they will choke up as the bow patterns 
may do where the tops are exceedingly heavy, 
and they also were inclined to favour the 
Cooke lifter by reason of the extra steadiness 
afforded it by the two front wheels for 
steerage, :as against the single small one 
fitted to the Stephenson. They were quite 
satisfied with the work of the cable tackle 
for large acreages; but the topper and lifter 
was regarded as most unsuitable in its pre- 
sent state, causing more wastage than was 
compensated by any possible labour-saving 
capacities. 

Farmers were much in agreement with the 
view concerning the ‘‘topper.’’ While some- 
what disappointed that a satisfactory solution 
of the problem had not been provided, they 
appreciated the difficulties of asking a

has been kept in view by Aberdeen-Angus 
breeders. A case can be cited of five cows 
giving an average yield of 984 gallons, which, 
for a beef breed, must be considered very 
satisfactory. In 1892, prior to the evolution 
of the specialised dairy cow, an Aberdeen- 
Angus at the London Dairy Show gained the 
highest number of points for guality of milk, 
fat and weighgof butter ever awarded at any 
show up to that time; and a first prize at the 
Dublin Show in the milking tests also stands 
to the credit of the Aberdeen-Angus. 

Experiments have brought out the big per- 
centage of butter fat and the relatively small 
cost of feeding of the Aberdeen-Angus—valu- 
able properities, surely, in a general utility 
breed. There may also be mentioned the 
fact, that of twelve different breeds, most of 
them purely dairy breeds, in regard to which 
authenticated mifk records ‘appear in a re- 
cent number of the Register of Dairy Cattle, 
Aberdeen-Angus rank fifth in point of 
average yield of milk, the average for cows 
of the breed being 9,244 lbs., which is surely 
very good for a beef breed. 


LICENSING OF BULLS.

WHAT IS WANTED, 


The necessity for maintaining existing 
woods is so urgent that the érnment 
would be well advised to treat this matter in 
no parsimonious spirt. If Great Britain, 
with a woodland area of nearly 3,000,000 
acres, can afford grants varying from £3 to 
£5 per acre towards the creation of new 
plantations, the Irish Free State, with a 
rivate woodland area of little more than 

000 acres, should not find any great diffi- 
cutly in providing similar assistance. The 
advisability of a free grant is open to ques- 
tion, but this is a matter which can be de- 
cided after full consideration, writes Mr. A. 
C. Forbes in the Journal of the Department 
of Agriculture. The essential factor is the 
recognition that assistance is both desirable 
and possible, and that co-operation between 
the State and the private owner is mutually 
advantageous, 

Three facts must be clearly recognised :—(1) 
that compulsion alone is practically useless ; (2) 
that without some form of assistance the up- 
keep of private woods is impossible in the 
majority of cases; and (3) that Ireland with- 
out woods can no longer be regarded as a 
civilised country. Private woodlands are dis- 
appearing at an average rate of about 2,000 
acres per annum. State —— are being 
increased at about the same rate. So long as 
these conditions last no real progress can be 
claimed in the condition of Irish forestry, 
and the miserable proportion of a little over 
1 per cent. of the total surface under wood 
will remain as a national blot on a country 
which is as well able to grow trees and timber 
as any part of Europe. 

Reference has been made to two countries 
which resemble Irejand as closely as possible as 

s climate, soil and economic conditions. 
One of these, Denmark, has increased her 
forest area by 100 per cent. during the last 50 
years and has 8 per cent. of her total surface 
covered with woods. Holland had, in 1833, 
417,000 acres of woods, representing 5 per 
cent. of the land surface.

In Ireland that reverse procéss has been go- 
ing on, and is still proceeding at an alarming 
rate. ‘It is possible that during the next half 
century private woods may practically dis- 
appear unless something is done to preserve 
them, and that the only tree growth in the 
country will be represented by a number of 
comparatively large, but widely scattered 
plantations, owned by the State in a few of 
the more hilly districts throughout. the 
country. This cannot be regarded as a desir- 
able condition of affairs if trees and woods 
are necessary for a country’s welfare, and it 
is fairly evident that the process of private 
woodland destruction must not oly be 
stopped, but that remedial measures must be 
adopted with the least possible delay.

that the plaintiff: would pay to the defendant 
the amount of any calls made upon shares. 
The plaintiff had carried out the agreement 
on his part and paid to the defendant ££00, 
and háil vince paid to him calls on the shares 
amounting to £800, but the defendant had 
failed and refused to carry out the agreement 
on his part, and had failed and refused to 
pay over dividends to him upon the shares 
since the year beginning March, 1920, or to 
transfer the shares to the plaintiff. 

The defendant, in his defence, charged that 
the alleged agreement was procured by the 
fraud of the plaintiff, and was not enforceable 
in equity. 

The plaintiff, in his reply, denied that the 
agreement was procured * any fraud on his 
part. He denied that he was ever consulted 
as confidential legal adviser by the defen- 
dant, and said that the defendant came to 
him, not as to a solicitor, but in order to 
borrow money. 

Mr Jellett, K.C.; Mr. Hamilton, K.C., and 
Mr. Matheson (instructed by Messrs. Brown 
and McCann), appeared for the plaintiff; and 
Mr. Meredith, R.C. ; Mr. Overend, K.C., and 
Mr, Hector Hughes (instructed by Mr. J.

The plaintiff, giving evidence, said that 
when the defendant came to him he told 
him that he was going to be made bankrupt, 
and wanted to pay up. He was extremely 
anxious to avoid bankruptcy.

The plaintiff said ‘that he had sold 275 of

CRUISER. 


THE MEMPHIS TO VISIT 
BELFAST. 

The American cruiser Memphis, which is 
coming to Belfast. is relieving the Pittsburg 
as a lapship in European waters, She was 
finished only last year, and is claimed to be 
the swiftest cruiser in the world, her speed 
on trial being nearly 34, knots—roughly, 
miles—an hour.

In the last analysis, however, 
administrative economies are only a drop 
in the ocean: expenditure depends on 
policy. The Free State Government, un- 
doubtedly, could reduce its yearly bills to 
Sir John Keane’s figure of £18,000,000, 
but not without the abandonment of a con- 
siderable part of its programme of social 
and other reforms. If the electorate were 
prepared to make the necessary sacrifices, 
nothing would be easier than the saying of 
several millions per annum.

Health in the Tropics. 


In London yesterday the foundation 
stone of the new School of Hygiene and 
Tropical Medicine was laid. The Schoo! 
is designed tg bring within its. walls 
graduate. studénts of preventive medicine 
from all pawts of the British Empire. 
Writing in The Times, Sir George Newman 
says that th@ School will proclaim that, 
in the control of the tropics and in ad- 
vancing civilisation, the primary and 
fundamental condition is health. Trade, 
justice and the Britannica have 
followed the flag, “but we have yet to 
give health.” The School will labour to 
equip the British Services in tropical 
lands with such means of healing as shall 
bring succour to the dusky multitudes. In 
1921 Lord Athlone’s Committee reported 
on the need for such an institution. At 
precisely the same time it chanced that 
the Trustees of the Rockefeller Founda- 
tion in New York drew up similar pro- 
posals. Recognising that duplication of 
effort would be wasteful, the Trustdes 
generously <décited to assist in ie 
conguest of tropical disease by the very 
practical method of subsidising the 
British enterprise. In 1922 they offered 
to the British Minister of Health a gift 
of £400,000 for the building and eguip- 
ment of the School, making no condition 
s: that the British Government, should 
assure the necessary funds for mainten- 
ance. In communicating their gift the 
Trustees declared that they had in mind 
‘the fact that Great Britain is in the 
forefront of progress in the organised 
handling of questions of public health 
by the State,” and also the fact that

The United States Department of Com- 
merce has compiled statistics relating to

The notion that 
cars have become a necessity because in 
densely populated lands, like industrial 
England, the workers must have the 
speediest means of travelling between home 
and business place is disproved by the 
example of thinly-populated countries like 
Australia, where cars are equally common. 
It appears that life itself has become a 
more restless, hurried affair since the in- 
ternal combustion engine was ipvented, 
and every humble toiler who canfafford to 
buy a car out of salary feels that he wil! 
be wretched if he cannot movenas fast as 
he who moves fastest.¢ In Ireland the use 
of th: motor car has increased to such a 
pitch that it would be safe to say that, in 
the majority of cases, persons travelling 
from the towns to holiday resorts this 
year have gone by road. The -utcmobile 
now holds a place in the national 
system of transit as vital as that 
of the railway locomotive, d the 
time has come to recognise réad and rail- 
road as transport arteries of equal im- 
portance.

WILD LIFE ON THE CLYDE.

Sir H. Britain de- 
sired Zo ascertain. whether the proposals by 
Glasgow to convert a portion of the Ardgoil 
estate into a wild life reserve was to be 
devoted solely to birds. The hon. member, 
however, in a supplementary question, made 
it evident that he had in mind other forms 
of wild life on the Clyde. Members on the 
Ministerial side of the House laughed 
joyously, but a Glasgow member rather re- 
sented the asking of such silly questions. 

FOREIGN COAL. 

The House then went into Committee of 
Supply on a supplementary estimate of three 
millions to cover the purchase of coal to 
enable essential services to be carried on 
(luring the coal stoppage. Sir P.- Cunliffe- 
Lister, who presented the estimate, was sub- 
jected to a running fire of interruptions, and 
Opposition members were indignant when he 
declined, for “ reasons of public policy,” to 
disclose the source from whack the coal was 
being purchased. ‘‘ Scandalous,’’ shouted 
Mr. Barker. ‘It is the biggest outrage 
that has ever been committed,’’ said Mr. 
Jack Jones. 

The reduction of the vote by £100 was 
moved by Mr. George Hall, who asserted 
that the holding up-of the Eight Hours Bill 
jwas merely an attempt to achieve a little 
Press notoriety and to bluff the miners into 
thinking that the Goyernment were not as 
bad as they\ had been painted. The hon. 
member declaredthat the inaction of the 
Governné st the country more money 
than would *# sufficel to pay all the 
minters their wages for three years. 

Mr. Runciman refused to congratulate the 
Government on this experiment in the direc- 
tion of what he described as “' State trad- 
Ing, ” whilst Commander. Kenworthy com- 
mented upon the wicked waste of coal which 
was going on in London and other great 
cities, in connection with night clubs, 
cabarets, balls, and so on. 

The Home Secretfry, however, rathe1 
demurred to the suggestion that nobody 
should use coal cxcept for the most urgent 
purposes. One of the biggest hotels, with 
one of the biggest restaurants attached, he 
pointed out, did not use a pound of coal in a 
month, and other ‘‘ non-combatants’ were 
considering whether it was not desirable to 
change over from coal to oil. 

The closure was applied, and, on a division, 
the motion for the reduction of the vote was 
rejected by 243 to 118. 

THE “ BRITISH GAZETTE." 

| The next vote was for £400,000—which 
included £16,000 spent on the production of 
the British Gazette—with respect of expendi- 
ture incurred during the general strike. The 
Home Secretary considered it a matter for 
congratulation that the sum asked for was 
much smaller than seemed at first possible. 
He gave figures showing that the Special 
Constabulary had increased from 98, to 
226,200, and that 488,155 persons had enrolled 
as volunteers. One item of information, 
which was heartily cheered by the Opposi- 
tion, was that the milk supplies under the 
fite of the Government were hetter during 
the strike than before. This, in\the opinion 
of té&e* Labour members, constituted a very 
strong argument for nationalisation and 
State trading. 

The reduction of the vote was moved by 
Mr. Purcell, but members were more anxious 
to hear what Mr. Churchill had to say with 
regard to his conduct of the British Gazette. 

Captain Wedgwood Benn launched the 
attack upon the journalistic capacity of—the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer. The hon. 
member described the tone of the publica- 
tion as vulgar, and the make-up as discredit- 
able. The proceedings of Parliament were 
recorded’ in a partisan spirit, and in a 
manner which was a disgrace to journalism. 

Sir Henry Slesser described the Pritish 
Gazette as “a rag;” and the Chancellor re- 
plied that, whatever the British Gazette 
might or might not have been, it had evi- 
dently sickened the hon. and learned member 
of State Socialism in newspapers.

American Impressions. 


I was talking to-day to a business man 
who has just returned from the United 
States and a long visit to New York. He 
says that the thing that struck him most 
was the immense number of moter cars in 
use; for nearly every family seemed to 
own one. and the vehicles formed one long 
procession on every road. On inquiry he 
found that in numberless cases a deposit 
had been paid for the car, and the balance 
of the payment spread over a long period. 
Another point that struck him was the 
price charged for the most simple articles 
of food. A shilling for a cup of coffee was 
usual. A clerk’s simple luncheon usually 
cost a dollar, and he did not get very much 
to eat for that. My friend says that 
many of the business men on the other 
side are wondering how long. the present 
condition of affairs will last, recognising 
that}the pitch of expenditure is alreadr 
far foo high. 


The®Greek Debt. 


Some months ago the outstanding queés- 
tions regarding the Greek debt to Great 
Britain, amounting to rather over twenty 
million pounds, were on the point of being 
settled, but the changes of Government at 
Athens interfered with the final details 
during the past few weeks, and new nego- 
tiations have been conducted in London 
by M. Venizelos. There has been a change 
of view on the part of the Greek Govern- 
ment since the conclusion of the agreement 
regarding the Italian debt to Great 
Britain, and the claim has been made that 
the terms offered to Greece are Jess favour- 
able than those arranged with Italy. The 
discr-sions are being continued, and M. 
Venizelos is remaining in London till the 
end of the week, but the prospects of an 
agreement are not regarded as very bright. 


Aerial Tests. 


A series of official experiments and tests 
of great interest and importance is being 
carried out on the Imperial Airways Paris 
route. The object of these tests is to im- 
prove a new “ wireless’’ invention, by 
means of which a pilot, having picked up 
signals from a ground statja#, can steer a 
straight course towards the station giving 
the signals. Any deviation from the true 
course can be noted and corrected by the 
pilot, as deviations cause a diminution of 
the signals received in his headphones. 


By the aid of this installation it should 


be possible to maintain a true course in 
conditions of bad visibility or above, the 
clouds. Furthermore. by taking bearings 
on a number of stations, a pilot is able to 
determine his exact position relative to 
the stations and to the earth. At the 
present time it

machines in bad weather. and pass infor- 
mation to pilots by wireless telephony. It 
takes approximately a minute to determine 
the position of a machine and transmit the 
information to the pilot.

BURDEN OF TAXATION.

WITH FRANCE. \ 


FINAL DRAFT BEING 
DRAWN UP. 
_ PARIS, Wednesday. 

Negotiations which have been going on 
for a trade treaty between France and the 
Irish Free State are nearing a favourable 
conclusion. 

The final draft of the agreement is now 
being drawn up, but signature will not 
take place for a month or more, to enable 
both parties to make eleventh-hour altera- 
tions, if desired. 

The treaty will necessarily follow very 
general lines, owing to . the “present 
instability of French tariffs. The French 
Government. has attached considerable im- 
portance to the negotiations, delegating 
high officials of the Ministries of Com- 
merce and Agriculture to work out the 
terms with the two Irish delegates. The 
treaty will be the first trade agreement 
made by the Free State with any country.

EARL OF PEMBROKE’S 
AFFAIRS.

£300,000 LOST IN COTTON. 


It was mentioned vesterday at a meet- 
ing of creditors at Bankruptcy Buildings, 
London, under the failure of the Earl of 
Pembroke, that accounts had been 
furnished showing. liabilities £63,382 and 
ho assets. The deficiency account showed 
interest to the amount of £44,042 paid, or 
payable, to money-lenders since June, 
1925. The Earl was described as of a 
club in St. James’s street, and of Wilton 
House, Salisbury. 


MONEY-LENDERS’ CLAIMS. 


The Official Receiver said that in a pre- 
liminary examination the Earl had stated 
that he was in receipt of an Army pension 
of £246. He came into the title on the death 
of his father in 1923. ‘The income from the 
estate roughly amounted to £28,000 per 
annum, gross, Lut the mortgages and charges 
together totalled £340,000. with the result 
that the net income was only £4,000. As a 
consequence of an application to the Court 
a Receivership Deed had been executed by 
the Earl, whereby the income was transferred 
to one of the trustees of the settlement for 
the maintenance and benefit of the family.

He did not realise that he was insolvent 
until a week before the receiving order was 
made against him on a moneylender’s peti- 
tion, and it was then decided by the trustees 
and interested parties under the settlement 
that the debts should not be paid in full by 
an application to the Court for the sale of 
heirlooms, but that adequate payments should 
be made to the money-lenders. The greater 
part of the liabilities was due to money- 
lenders, and it was the Earls hope to a@vid 
adjudication by submitting aó scheme of ar- 
rangement. The statement. ot afiairs would 
require amendment, so as to Ynclude the 
Farl’s liability on covenants in relation to 
the Consolidating Mortgages. That liability 
was estimated at £350.000, but against it 
would have to be placed the value of the se- 
curities held by the trustees

FICTION THE ELDER 
SISTER OF TRUTH, 


The gold medal of the Royal Society of 
Literature was last night presented to 
Mr. Rudyard Kipling, at the Centenary 
Banquet of the Society, at the New 
Princes Restaurant, Piccadilly, London. 
The Earl of Balfour, who presided, made 


the presentation. 

Mr. Kipling, he said, had that instinc- 
tive, inherent originality which could 
never be-a copy. and could never be copied. 
He was a realistic romanticist. He pre- 
sentéd the unmistakable mark of genius; 
he invented his own style, subjects. and 
treatment, and had arrested the attention 
of all the generations for which he had 
written. 


WHEN FICTION BEGAN. 


Mr. Kipling, in returning thanks, said that 
the art that he followed was not an unworthy 
one; for fiction was truth’s elder sister. No 
one in the world knew what truth was till 
someone had told a story; so it was the 
oldest of the arts, the mother of history, 
biography, philosophy, dogmatic or doubtful, 
and, of course, of politics. 

Fiction began, he said, when some man in- 
vented a story about another man, It de- 
veloped when another man told tales about 
a woman. This strenuous epoch begat the 
first school of destructive criticism, as well 
as the first critic, who spent his short, but 
vivid, life in trying to explain that a man 
need not be a hen to judge the merits of an 
omelette. He died, but the question that: he 
raised is still at issue. It was inherited by 
the earliest writers from their unlettered 
ancestors, who also bequeathed to them the 
entire stock of primeval plots and sit‘tations, 
those fifty ultimate comedies and tragedies 
to which the gods mercifully limit human 
action and suffering. 

This changeless aggregate of material 
workers in fiction through the ages have run 
mto fresh moulds adorned and adapted to 
suit the facts and the fancies of their own 
generation. The Elizabethans, for instance, 
stood on the edge of a new 
and wonderful world, filled with happy 
possibilities. Their descendants three 
hundred and fifty years later have been shot 
into a word as new and as wonderful, but 
not quite as happy; and in both ages you 
can see writers raking the dumps of the 
English language for words that shall range 
further, hit harder, and explode over a wider 
area than the service pattern words in com- 
mon use. 


FICTION BUILT ON FICTION. 

This merciless search, trial, and scrapping 
of material is one with the continuity of 
life. which we all know is as a tale that is 
told, and which writers feel should be well 
told. Quite a dozen writers have achieved 
immortality in the past two thousand five 
hundred years. From a bookmaker’s—a real 
bookmaker’s—point of view, the odds are not 
attractive, but fiction is built on fietion. That 
is where it differs from the other arts. 

The true nature and intention then of a 
writer's work does not lie within his own 
knowledge, and we know that the world 
makes little allowance for anv glory of work- 
manship which a writer spends on material 
that does not interest. So it would seem 
that fiction .is one of the few unsheltered 
occupations, in that there is equal victimisa- 
tion on both sides, and no connection be- 
tween the writer’s standard of life, his out- 
put, Oevhis wages. Under these conditions 
has grown’ up in England a iitera- 
ture lavish in all aspects, lavish with 
the inveterate unthrift of the Englisi 
who are never happy unless they are throwing 
things away. By virtue of that same weak- 
ness or strength it overlaps so sumptuouslyv, 
that one could abstract and bestow from the 
mere wastage of any literary age since 
Chaucer's, endugh of abundance and enjoy- 
ment to quicken half a world. 

Our English literature, I think. has always 
been the expressien of a race more anxious to 
deliver what was Aid upon it than to measure 
the means and methods of delivery. And this 
immense and} profligate range of experience, 
invention and passion is our incommunicable 
inheritance, which is drawn upon at every 
need for multitudes who largely neither know 
nor care whence their need js met. 


THE WRITER'S HOPE. 

In every age some men gain temporary 
favour becanse they happen to have met a 
temporary need of their age. Yet, as regards 
their future, they stand on a perfect equality 
with their fellow-craftsmen. It is not per- 
mitted to a generation to know what or how 
much of its effort will be carried forward to 
the honour and grace of our literature. The 
utmost that a writer can hope is, that there 
may survive of his work a fraction good 
enough to be drawn upon later to uphold or 
embellish some—aacient truth re-stated, or 
some old delight re-born. 

Admitting this, a man may, by the exer- 
cise of a little imagination, persvade himself 
that he has acquired merit in his lifetime, or, 
if imagination be lacking, he may be led to 
that comfortable conclusion by the magic of 
his own art, heard, as we have heard it to- 
night, on the lips of a man wise in life, and a 
master not ignorant of the power of words. 


THE VICTORIAN EPOCH. : 
Proposing the toast of “ The Roya! Society 
of Literature,” the Eaf of Balfour said tha: 
the Society was founded just after the death 


appearance of Tennyson or any of the men ot 
letters who greatly figured in the Victorian 
epoch. If people understood the movement 
of the times in which they lived, compre- 
hended what literary progress meant, and 
lived up to the ideals of their grandchildren, 
they would look back upon the Victorian 
epoch as an antiquated phenomenon, which 
might be looked at not with great admiration 
or profound respect, but with a kind of 
friendly pity. (Laughter.) He struggled to 
the best of his ability to keep abreast with 
the enlightenment of the younger generation, 
but he did not always feel equal to the task. 
(Laughter.)

CIRCUIT COURTS. 
SUGGESTED CHANGES 
IN RULES. 


Copies of the draft rules for the Free 
State Circuit Courts were issued to the 
Press yesterday. 

In all there are 483 rules, which fill a 
volume of 155 printed pages. The end 
aimed at hy the Rule-making Committee 
seems to have been an entire change of 
procedure from that of the old County 
Court. days. The new procedure is 
modelled very closely on the lines of that 
obtaining in the High Courts. 

One of the principal changes proposed is 
that in cases where the amount claimed does 
not exceed £50 there shall be no pleadings, 
unless the Court makgs a special order to the 
‘contrary. The rule in question states:—‘‘ In 
I 4 e . . 

actions for the recovery of liquidated demands 
not exceeding £50, or in which damages not 
excceding that sum are claimed, unless the 
Court shall otherwise order, the parties 
shail after service of the summons and claim, 
and entry of an appearance, proceed to trial 
without further pleadings, and the action 
shall be entered for trial and tried in the 
same manner as an action with pleadings.’’ 
It is claimed that the effect of the change 
will be to cheapen litigation. 


UNDEFENDED CASES. 

It will also be possible under the new rules 
to have a judgment marked in the County 
Registrar's office in undefended cases, or in 
eases where a defendant consents to judg- 
ment, thereby saving the litigants the neces- 
sity of appearing before the Court. Judg- 
ment would be entered in either case by 
recording in the Civil’ Judgment Book the 
particulars and date of the judgment. Where 
the defendant consents to judgment, if his 
consent is for Jess than the amount claimed in 
the summons and claim, he can enter an ap- 
pearance to defend or to continue his defence 
of the balance of the claim. 

Where the plaintiff has requested judgment, 
with costs, in default of non-appearance, the 
County Registrar is empowered to enter 
judgment in the terms of the plaintiff’s fe- 
quest, provided, however, that if the action 
be founded on any security for money due, 
the plaintiff shall first produce the original of 
such document (security) duly . stamped. 
There. -is the further provision. that. the 
Registrar may refer any claims other than a 
liquidated demand to the Court for judgment. 

In cases where a defence is entered into 
knowintly for the sole purpose of delay, the 
plaintiff may move the Court by motion for 
summary judgment. If the defendant can 
satisfy fie Court then that he has a good 
prima facie defence to the action, pay into 
Court—pending the result—the sum sued for, 
and give security to satisfy any judgment 
given against him, the Court will give leave 
to defend, and the action then proceeds as if 
no motion for summary’ judgment had been 
macle. 


SCALE OF COSTS. 

Until a detailed scale is prescribed for the 
Circuit Courts, it is proposed that the scale 
of costs shall be the same, Jess one-third, as is 
payable in the High Court, save in actions and 
matters under £50, and in proceedings by 
ejectment and under the Bankruptcy, Work- 
men’s Compensation and Town Tenants’ Juris- 
diction, in which the costs now existing in the 
Circuit Courts shall still apply, subject to the 
right of a judge to increase them in cases in 
which he considers it just. In all cases the 
Court or County Registrar, by direction of the 
Court, shall be at liberty to award such sums 
for outlay and witnesses’ expenses as appear 
just. In none of the cases mentioned shall 
the costs include fees. 


SUMATRAN EARTH- 
QUAKE. 


CHILDREN SWEPT AWAY BY 
FLOODS. 
AMSTERDAM, Wednesday. 
Queen Wilhelmina has contributed 3,000 
florins to the relief fund for victims of the 
earthquake on the West Coast of Sumatra. 
The latest telegrams from. Padnag show that 
the seriousness of the fresh earthquake there is 
daily becoming more apparent. Twenty-seven 
deaths have occurred at Soempoer, © while 
Goegoek reports 15, including 14 children, 
who were washed. away and drowned by a 
sudden rise in the waters of Lake Singarek. 
A. Soempoer 674 houses. collapsed. The 
material’ damage is estimated at nearly a 
quarter of a million sterling. Constant earth 
tremors and underground rumblings are re- 
ported along the slope of the Merapi volcano. 
Its Western summit has been flattened, and 
from it thick, yellowish red smoke clouds rise 
to the sky. A rain of ashes is falling along 
the slopes of the volcano. 
From Batavia come reports that a slight 
earthquake is being experienced in Central

GREAT NEED FOR_ ECONOMY. 
Rey. wished to impress oh the Government 
the 
all departments. There had been attempts 
both inside and outside oí the House, to force 
the guestion of economy on the Government, 
and he did not think that it had justified the 
epithets “‘Stunt’’ and “‘Ramp” that had 
been applied to it. The general claim for 
economy was one that was entitled to every 
respett, and one which the people of the 
country would strongly support. “When next 
election came it wou 4 be a prominent gues- 
tion, and would have to be met. 

He ventured to suggest some specific means 
of economy that might be pals mi They 
were fundamental. One was decentralisation. 
Everything should not be closely controlled 
in detail in the Ministry of Finance. He 
did not see any objection to the Minister of 
Finance saying to the Departments, “This 
is all we can give you, and you must keep 
within it.” That involved a valuable item of 
psychology, and if departments had a freer 
hand they would make better use of their 
money. 


MARGINS. 

Another suggestion he would make was that 
they really Gelioved, and were justified in 
assuming, that all departments had “‘ some- 
thing up their sleeves.” He did not say that 
there was any dishonesty in it, but nobody 
knew their power of extension or hidden 
resources until tested. The way to test that 
Was not to do anything ‘“‘slap-dash” or dis- 
miss any people. but to stop recruiting for 
the Civil Service for two or three years and 
see to what extent the machinery would 
break down. Let the departments live, so ta 
speak, on their own fat and see what would 
happen. He ventured to suggest that no- 
thing very serious would happen. 

Referring to the policy of over-estimating, 
he said that he was alarmed at the com- 
placency with which" the Minister regarded it. 
and seemed to place tremendous trust in the 
spending departments. After considerable 
experience of Government departments he 
(Sir John Keane) felt that they always kept 
a bit up their sleeve, and if they felt that 
they would get generous treatment they 
would ask for more than was necessary. 

Finance was the acid test of social order 
and stability. The Government had, no 
caoubt, made great progress towards establish- 
ing a new State, but he did not think that 
anybody could say util their “financial 
position was thoroughly stabilised that the 
future Was secure. 

THE LABOUR VIEW. 

Mr. O'Farrell said that Sir John Keane's 
speech was in accordance with the policy uf 
a section of the community and of Ministers. 
That Khe, was to over-emphasise the alleged 
povert of the country, to say that it was 
futile t expect anything lke a _ decent 
standard \f living, such as the people of 
Great Britgin had, and to insist- on going 
hack in some “respects to an almost semi- 
barbaric condition, 

Dealing with tarifis, he said that, notwith- 
standing the duties imposed, vast quantities 
of commodities were coming into the country. 
The taxes were paid on. these articles, and an 
additional profit was added by the traders. 
The result was that the cost had been in- 
c:eased to the community. He was inclined 
io think that the unscientific application cf 
tariffs would cripple many industries in order 
to foster a few ha ones. 

It would, he thought, he much better for 
Irish manufacturers to set about establishing 
a market for their goods, and, above all, to 
advertise the things that they had to sell, and 
io pay more attention to modern methods of 
r roduction 
be allowed remain as it had been. but that 
greater supervision should be exercised in the 
ssue of ticences, so that greater regard would 
be had for the safety of human life, 

it was -desirable that the itcome tax 
authorities should pay some attention to the 
queries addressed to them by people who had 
been over-assessed. He had received com- 
plaints that people could not get a reply from 
the.authoritics, and that when they called at 
ihe oftice they were treated in a more or less 
cavalier fashion and hustled around. They 
lound that it was almost impossible to get 
attention.

DUTY ON WHISKEY. 
PLIGHT OF FREE STATE 
DISTILLERIES. 
Hon. A. Jameson congratulated 
of Finance on the attempt he 
had made to balance the Budget. 

He thought that it was not wise to impose 
duties on imported cider and perry while 
imposing them on the native article, and he 
did not a tax on imported oatmeal 
would help the revenue vefy much. Those 
were small things and would not be worth 
while. 

Referring to. the duty on spirits, he: said 
that the heavy duty had in two or. three 
vears caused a reduction in revenue from 
£5,250.000 to barely £2,250,000 in the current 
vear, The Minister for Finance had stated in 
his Budget sptech that he thought that the 
reduction was nearly at anend. It was lucky 
that the reduction was coming to an end, 
for, if it did not, both the duty and the 
trade would soon have disappeared. 

Those who were engaged in the industry 
and the Government, who got the revenue, 
were practically partners in the same _ busi- 
vess, but the enormous profit was made by 
tha Government and not by -those engaged in 
the industry, who had put their capital and 
their labour into it. the Government took 
72s. 6d. per proof gallon of whiskey. The 
cost of thg.whiske;y was from 7s. 6d. to 
10s. 6d. á gallon. In Ireland whiskey was 
about seven years old before it was used for 
consumption, and the man who paid his 8s., 
¥s., or 10s. for the spirit kept it for 
seven years in bond, and lost the in- 
terest on his money. When he came 
to sell it for 15s. to 20s. a gallon he was get- 
ting only a reasonable profit on his enterprise, 
The Government took 72s. 6d. per gallon, the 
maker 5s., so that it was easy to see that the 
partner who could be accused of '' profiteer- 
ing ” was not the producer, but the Govern- 
ment. (Hear, hear.) 


PROHIBITIVE. 

Distillers did not object to a duty that 
would make the price of the article to the 
cansumer in anv way reasonable. He did not 
know anyone in the spirit business who 
wished to see spirits at a price which would 
increase drunkenness. (Hear, hear.) No 
ordinary citizen with a reasonable income 
could afford to put a bottle of whiskey on his 
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by keeping the uty were it 1 te argu- 
ment which the Minister applied to the duty 
on beer did not apply to the spirit duty. The 
Minister was wrong.in his conclusion that, by 
woes the duty to 50s. he would. lose 
£300,000. He (Mr. Jameson) calculated that 
‘if the duty were 50s. it would produce, owing 
to in consumption, £2, 760,000, whereas 
the Minister’s estimate for next year was 
£2,500,000. If he had reduced the duty, as 
he was advised to do, in two years, instead 
of a loss, the Minister ‘would have saved the 
industry, and placed spirits at a price which 
the ordinary consumer could afford to pay. 
That, he looked upon as a business proposi- 
tion which the country should consider, 

QUESTION OF TIME. 

If the duty were not reduced it was only 
a question of time until the bulk consumption 
would be so small that it would not support 
any of the distilleries now existing. At present 
there was only one, or at most two, distilleries 
working at all in the Free State: Contrary to 
the Minigter‘s views, he was of opinion that 
the only reason why the distilleries were now 
in a bad way was that he (the Minister) was 
killing the home trade by this excessive duty.» 
| (Hear, hear.) 
: ADVERTISING. 

The reason they had not been able to ad- 
vertise their goods like the Scotsman for all 
these years was because they had nothing to 
sell. If the Minister wanted them to go on 
with their export trade, if they were to 
benefit the country, he should know that if 
he killed the home trade he would kill the 
export trade at the same time. (Hear, hear.) 

Colonel M. Moore urged the Minister ‘to 
utilise every means of reducing taxation. 

TAX ON BETS, 

Mr. Parkinson criticised the proposal to 
tax betting, and said that nobody but the 
Minister had been: able “to define how it 
would be possible to carry on business if the 
proposals were put into effect. Racecourses 
and racehorse owners were in a pretty bad 
position at present, In the Free State there 
were only four solvent racecourses, and con- 
sidering their present enemic condition it 
was very difficult to understand how they 
could exist in the future with the application 
of the tax. se 

After many years of struggle they had 
built up in Ireland bloodsteck, for which 
there was now a world démand, and now 
they were faced with a tax. which they be- 
lieved would. mean the annihilation of the 
industry. He suggested that the Minister 
should give half of any tax he intended to 
collect for the increase of stakes, as was done 
in other countries where a tax was levied. 


MINISTER’S REPLY. 


“ THE POWER TO PAY.” 

Mr. Blythe said that Senator Sir’ John 
Keane had dealt in a moderate and reason- 
able way with the question of taxation and 
expenditure. It was irue that they could not 
come’ to any conclision with Fegard to ex- 


head in this and other countries, because the 
circumstances were different. The power to 
pay was, perhaps, in the end. the ruling 
factor; but he thought that it was a cond:- 
tional thing. In speaking of the power to pay 
they should bear in mind and weigh up the 
advantage of continuing a service and the 
disadvantage of dispensing with it. 

He could find any number of services that 
he could dispense with, but the question was 
whether the community would gain by dis- 
pensing with them. He thought he had 
paid attention to the need for economy, and, 
perhaps, the present Government had gone 
further towards getting economy than many 
people outside the. Oireachtas would go if 
they had the responsibility. They had re- 
duced the salaries below the scale which 
existed when they took over the Govern- 
ment, and at every point they tried to 
economise, 

They had to undertake new services. He 
recogmised that they had reached a point 
where they should be slow to initiate further 
Services. would not, however, like to 
Pledge himself that no new © responsibility 
would be undertaken by the Government, . 
because it might be the greatest possible 
mistake not-to utt@ertake view “duties. 


DECENTRALISATION. 

With regard to decentralisation and the 
rationing of departments, that _ policy, if 
adopted, would, he believed, certainly break 
down, and they would revert to their present 
position. There was no redundancy in the 
departments, and the only way in which a 
reduction could be made was by ceasing to 
do work that was now being done. Sir John 
Keane had called for additional reports, for 
information that would he most vafuable. 
But that meant more staff. The departments 
did not fear to suggest economies, nor did 
they fear to Jet go some of their staff, believ- 
ing that. they might not get them back when 
wanted. deco aad pois 

As. to reeruiting for the Civil Service, they 
were not! réeFniting for recruiting’s sake. 

With regard to Mr. O’Farrell’s complaint 
against the income tax offieials, what he had 
to say was that he had. received more com- 
mendations than complaints of the staff. 

Mr. O'Farrell said that his complaint was 
about their failure to reply to letters. 

Mr. Blythe said that. it was due to an 
insufficient staff.” They had ‘British officers 
here on loan to deal. with income tax 


matters, It took four or five years to,train 
men to handle these matters with sku) and 
that was probably why complaints arose. So 
far as the arrangement with the British on 
the subject oí. double taxtation was 
concerned, he . was doing all that he could 
to facilitate the taxpayers, and in choosing 
representatives to act in the Clearinghouse. 


SPIRIT DUTIES. 

As to the spirit duties he did not think 
it would be desirable, even from the social 
point of view, to reduce them, while leaving 
the beer duties as they were. 

A Senator—Reduce both, 

Mr. Blythe said that he could not take Mr. 
Jameson’s view of the effect of reducing-the 
duty. He believed that if the duty were re- 
duced to 50s. a gallon there would be very 
little increase in consumption. It was a 
matter that could not be proved beforehand. 

As to the betting tax, the scheme was 
largely based upon raising revenue on things 
that were not necessities. He had spoken on 
fhe subject two or three times in the Dail. 
They were quite prepared to give back to 
racecourse executives half of the, 25 per cent, 
that was to be levied, for the purpose of in- 
creasing the stakes at Irish meetings. The 
British Government was at present paving 
$1,600 towards stakes. He believed that 
what he proposed to do would have a good 
effect on horse-breeding, and would give to the 
small breeder a chance that he had not at 
present to carry on;” He did not believe that 
a 24 per cent. tax would injure racing at all. 
The Government -were not prepared to give 
any definite promise in the matter until they 
had had some experience of the tax in opera- 
tion. 

The bill was read a second time. 


OTHER BILLS. 

The Local Authorities (Mutual Assurance) 
Bill passed its Committee stage without dis- 
cussion. . 

The Appropriation Bill also passed its Com- 
mittee stage. 

The Trade Loans (Guarantee) (Amendment) 
Bill passed its Committee stage. : 

On the report stage of the University 
Education (Agariculturat and Dairy Science) 
Bill, Mr. Brown and Mr.*+ O'Hanlon urged 
that in the transfer of the College of Science 
to University College, Dublin, ‘provision 
should be made for the teaching to matricu- 
lated students of the University, and the 
eranting to them of degrees or diplomas in 
the several courses of study in which the 
College of Science formerly granted associate- 
ships, without such students. to pursue a 
comese of study or pass an examination 10 
any other faculty. . 

Mr. McGilligan, Minister for Industry and 
Commerce, said that provision would be made 
for that class of student. 

Sir John Keane said that he objected to the 
lowering of the standards of education by 
giving a degree to students who had not fully 
quaiified for it, as hitherto, The students 
referred to here might receive a certificate or 
diploma, but not a degree. He objected to 
anything that would lower the prestige of a 
University degree. 

The bill passed the report stage. 

The following bills, were passed :—Local 
Authorities (Officers and. Employés) — Bill; 
Local Government (Collection of Rates) Bill; 
Housing Bill; Road Fund (Advances) Bill, 
and the Juries (Dublin, Bill.

Senator 
Brown does not disclose the reasoning which 
led him to the remarkable conclusion: that 
there was no contradiction to be explained, 
and I know of a good many lawyer who 
would be iaterested in seeing how he reached 
e conclusion so apparently om amr pa nor 
does he give any of the further facts by 
whith on further investigation he confirmed 
his own view. Why, in Heaven’s name, :f 
the reasoning is so compelling and if the 
Macts are so clear, are they not given to the 
public? It might prefer to deal with them 
and their implications for itself- rather than 
have its judgment in the matter dictated. to 
it b high authority ; and is Senator Douglas 
unable to speak for himself? 

No one has a greater confidence than I ia 
the opinion of Senator Brown as a lawyer. 
No one has a warmer regard than I for 
Senator Brown personally. On a case 
properly stated and on specific issues, his 
cpinion as a lawyer is entitled to immense 
respect until it is confirmed, modified or 
rejected by a competent tribunal which will 
be fortified by a more exhaustive review of 
the facts and of the reasoning. On the other 
hand, when, as a public man of legal ex- 
perience, he is ‘commissioned by~the State 
to ascertain the truth as to controverted 
matters: of fact, such as the levels of food 
prices, his opinion—before it is formulated 
or the guidance 6f public opinion and. cf 
State” policy—has to be based upon” an 
elavorate investigation, in which he is assisted 
by colleagues; armed with all the powers 
of the High Cohrt for the compulsory extrac- 
tion of the facts, informed by the discussion 
at public hearings and by its reactions ‘in 
producing further evidence, and balanced, 
above all, by a hearing of all sides, so that 
there is no undisclosed ex parte advocacy, On 
the present. occasion, Senator Brown 's view -- 
as [ think that he will admit—ie not clothed 
with the character either of counsel’s opinion 
or of a semi-judicial finding after investiga- 
tion and argument. He is not speaking 
ex cathedrd, and has, therefore, no claim to 
Teg meY A We may. admire his loyalty to 
the ties of personal friendship, or to the ob- 
ligations of political association, when he 
casts the mantle of his protection over the 
shrinking form of Senator Douglas, but for 
myself, i must decline to accept his certifi- 
cate, which discloses neither facts nor rea- 
sons, and which, if accepted, would merely 
serve to hush up matters that would be all 
the better for public elucidation, 

I greatly regret that Senator Brown should 
disapprove of my action in this controversy. 

find some consolation in the fact that I 
have received many assurances from others, 
no less competent than himself to form an 
opinion, that in ventilating the subject they 
consider that I have done “a great public 
service ” to the Irish Free State. That 
something of a personal controversy has 
arisen is not of my doing. J?ish Truth ad- 
vocated a principle in the public interest, 
and expressly disclaimed any reflection on 
anybody. It was Senator Douglas himself 
who insisted upon putting his personal posi- 
tion and actions in issue, while resisting all 
inquiry. His defence was unconvincing in

as an original shareholder in July, 1923. 
Senator Douglas had been a director of this 
company from July, 1922. and a director of 
the bank from the latter part. of 1922. Yet 
in the Senate he said :—‘‘ I make the Senator 
a present, if he likes. of the argument that 
the connection of the bank with this com- 
pany was an error of judgment on the part 
of the bank. If it was, it was done before 
any .of the present directors. were on the 
Board,” Apart from Senator Douglas, Mr, 
Blythe and Mr. Smith Gordon were both 
directors of the bank prior to fhe incorpora- 
tion of the company in July, 1922—and Mr. 
Blythe is still a director, whfle Mr. Smith 
tordon resigned his directorship only a few 
months back, Does Senator Brown insist 
that there was no failure either of substantial 
or verbal accuracy in this quoted passage? 
There are other matters too long for treat- 
ment in this letter. 

Senator Brown cannot possibly object to 
the principles in regard to the handling of 
public money which /rish Truth is advocat- 
ing.

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THE PROTECTION OF GAME.

Sin,—I am .in complete agreement with 
the suggestion made by “ Wild Fowl!” in 
te-day’s Jrish Times on the protection of 
game. It would gréatly help visitors and 
also, perhaps, the Civic Guards if the Game 
Protection Association would -give’ some in- 
formation as to the various game seasons, 
and -also some definite news about gun per- 
mits, thus helping to protect visitors, as well 
as the game in the country. With your per- 
mission I will give a case in point. Last 
vear, during a short stay in the country, I 
found that the only shooting to be had was 
at pigeons, flighting in at night, and at 
rabbits, neither of which comes under the 
head of game. 

The property, on which I had written per-, 
mission to shoot, was well wooded, and ran 
into three districts. In spite of my protests 
that there was not any game on the land, 1 
was obliged to take out three £2 permits 
(£6). before the local authorities considered 
the law to be satisfied. The excuse was that 
I was not shooting on my own land—that 
kthe property, although one and joined, ran 
into three districts. The result was that | 
had to acquire three game permits to snoot 
what is termed ‘‘ vermin.”’ «If this informa- 
{ion was wrong, it was that which was given 
me by three different authorities. If it was 
true, it is not calculated to encourage visitors 
to the Free State for rough shooting.—Yours, 
etc., ‘* NIMROD.'"'

EX-SERVICE MEN’S HOUSES.

Sir,—In your issue of the 26th June 
reference is made to the housing scheme for 
British ex-Service men. 1 would like to draw 
vour readers’ attention to the fact that in 
this town we have been waiting for the 
housing scheme to materialise since 1921. ‘The 
site for the houses was purchased and handed 
over to the Trust, after legal proceedings, 
some years ago. A contract was placed for 
building, but, for some unknown reason, was 
cancelled. The site has been measured, 
surveyed, and inspected by officials of the 
Trust about nineteen times; yet we get 
nothing nearer to our houses.. Hopes were 
raised last year when the place was railed off. 
but now the neighbours and the caretaker 
use it for grazing purposes. Hundreds of 
letters have been written, begging the Trust 
to get along with the work, but nothing is 
being done, and our letters remain 4nh- 
answered, 

That the houses are urgently needed can 
be judged from the conditions in which our 
men live. As an example, a totally disabled 
man, his wife, and twelve children live in 
a small house comprised of a kitchen and one 
small room. This is only one of many cases.—

FURTHER EVIDENCE AT FOOD 


TRIBUNAL. 


Mr. S. L. Brown, K.C. (Chairman), pre- 
sided at a meeting of the Food Prices 
Tribunal at 88 Merrion square, Dublin, yes- 
terday, when a number of witnesses gave 
evidence as to the wholesale and retail prices 
of milk in the city. 

Mr. William Kavanagh, Grangegorman, said 
that he had between 70 and 80 cows, which 
produced a 150 gallons of milk per day. 
He was in the wholesale trade, and supplied 
a large number of retailers with milk. He 
submitted the prices he charged for the 
twelve months ended April last. In May, 
June and July the price was ls. 
gallon; August and September 
October, November, December, January. 
February and March, 1s. 9d., and ‘April 1s. 6d. 
The price per gallon last month was from 
ls. 2d. to 1s. 3d. 

Mr. Patrick Cully, 130 Summerhill, Dublin, 
said that he carried on a retail milk and 
grocery business. He took something iike 
50 gallons a day. Last April he paid Is. 2d. 
per gallon, but he was now paying only 9d. 
per gallon and collecting the milk at Harcourt 
atreet Station. The price per quart for milk 
sold over the counter was 3d., and delivered 
4d. Any profit made on milk was made in 
the winter; they made nothing in the 
summer. 

BUTCHERS’ EVIDENCE. 

At the afternoon sitting, several butchers 
carrying on business, in Dalkey gave evidence 
as to the cost of meat, 

Mr. Charles McConaghy, Castle street, 
Dalkey; stated that the price of beef for the 
week ending October 1st }.4d925, was from 9d. 
to 104d. per Ib. He did not buy his beasts 
by weight, but by the appearance oí them. 

Mr. Patrick Roe, also of Castle street, 
Dalkey, stated that he bought his meat 
already killed from a wholesaler. It cost him 
99d. per Ib. Mutton he bought at about 
Is. l$d. per Ib. He had done a little better
